IN MEMORIAM 


Eugene H. Becker was born and reared in Mineral 
County. He attended Elk Garden High School three 
years and graduated from Keyser High School in 1953. 
He held an Associate of Arts Degree from Potomac State 
College, where he played basketball for two years under 
Coach Dana G. "Horse" Lough. 

He earned a Bachelor of Arts Degree in Economics 
from Shepherd College. He did graduate study at West 
Virginia University, the University of Southern Califor- 
nia, and the University of Missouri. 

Gene was a veteran of the U.S. Navy. He retired as a 
teacher from the Department of Defense overseas and 
held teaching positions in six foreign countries. 

He was a deacon of the Keyser Presbyterian Church 
and held membership in the Mineral County Chamber of 
Commerce, the Keyser Rotary Club, the Keyser Moose 
Club, and Highland Arts Unlimited. He served on the 
Board of Directors of the Potomac Highland Convention 
and Visitors Bureau, and the Clary Street Developmen- 
tal Center and Workshop. 

Gene Becker was a member of the Potomac State 
College Alumni Association and the Shepherd College 
Alumni Association, and held affiliation with Davis 
Lodge No. 51, Masons, Keyser. 

The Potomac State College Athletic Hall of Fame 
became a reality through Gene’s initiative and tireless 
efforts in creating a Constitution and By-Laws. The 
Selection Committee of eleven members named him its 
first chairperson. 

Gene and his wife Caryl, established their home at 
1515 Beacon Street, Keyser. They are the parents of two 
daughters: Ashley 8 and Allison 9. His death occurred 
April 24, 1988.
